Operation  Midnight  Sun  members  will 
return  to  Provo  via  ferry  to  Prince  Ru- 
pert, British  Columbia,  then  by  auto  cara- 
van to  Utah,  arriving  July  7.  Upon  their 
return,  the  participants  will  spend  three 
weeks  writing  magazine  articles  and  send- 
ing them  to  various  publications.

BYU  Grad 
Gets  Honor 
At  Harvard 

C.  Brooklyn  Derr,  former  BYU 
student,  has  been  admitted  to  the 
Educational  Careers  doctoral  pro- 
gram at  Harvard  University. 

Derr,  who  will  specialize  in  or- 
ganizational consulting,  simultan- 
eously received  an  annual  $5,000 
research  fellowship. 

Having  recently  left  for  Boston, 
Derr  will  begin  his  study  under 
Dr.  Joseph  Cronin,  noted  organi- 
zational theorist.  The  Harvard 
study  program  will  involve  Derr 
for  three  to  four  years. 

A 1967  garduate  “with  great 
distinction”  of  the  University  of 
California.  Derr  has  been  a stu- 
dent in  BYU’s  Graduate  Edu- 
cation Department  for  the  past 
year. 

Derr  was  student  body  presi- 
dent of  the  El  Cerrito  High  School 
in  California.  He  also  served  in 
the  French  mission  of  the  LDS 
Church. 

He  is  married  to  the  former 
Patricia  Jane  Hutch.  After  Aug- 
ust graduation  from  BYU,  Mrs. 
Derr  will  join  her  husband  in 
Boston.  There  she  will  be  resident 
advisor  at  a girl's  dormitory 
while  Mr.  Derr  continues  his 
study  at  Harvard. 


BYU  has  obtained  a collection 
of  the  administrative  papers  of 
Dr.  Karl  G.  Maeser,  pioneer 
principal  of  the  univereity  and 
first  superintendent  of  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Through  arrangements  made 
with  the  Office  of  the  Church 
Historian  in  Salt  Lake  City,  near- 
ly 4,000  pieces  of  correspondence 
from  its  Maeser  collection  were 
recently  duplicated  on  paper  or 
on  microfilm  and  sent  to  Univer- 
sity Archives,  located  two  floors 
underground  in  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark,  Jr.,  Library. 

A substantial  part  of  the  col- 
lection is  made  up  of  copies  of 
outgoing  handwritten  letters  from 
Dr.  Maeser’s  letter-press  books, 
which  cover  the  period  he  served 
as  superintendent  of  the  Church 
school  system — 1888-1900. 

GREAT  VALUE 

The  letters  are  valuable  to 
BYU  history  because  the  Ger- 
man-bom educator  maintained  his 
office  at  the  Brigham  Young 
Academy  for  a number  of  years 
following  his  resignation  as  prin- 
cipal. Also,  since  the  BYA  was 
part  of  the  Church  school  system, 
many  of  the  letters  in  the  col- 
lection relate  to  BYU  matters. 

The  collection  also  includes  let- 
ters written  as  early  as  1861  to 
President  Brigham  Young  when 
Dr.  Maeser  was  principal  of  the 
Union  Academy— formerly  Deser- 
et High  School  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

In  the  1880’s  when  the  BYA 
was  in  financial  distress,  letters 
written  by  Dr.  Maeser  to  Presi- 
dent John  Taylor  and  Wilford 
’Woodruff  show  graphic  descrip- 
tion of  the  needs  of  the  struggling 
school. 

MAESER  APPEAL 

Illustrative  of  the  condition  is 
a letter  dated  April  14,  1886,  from 


KARL  G.  MAESER

Dr.  Maeser  to  President  Taylor 
which  appeals  to  the  latter  for 
more  Church  funds  to  bolster 
teacher  salaries  ranging  from 
$11)0  to  $1,^  per  year.  The  stu- 
dent enrollment  in  1888  was  ap- 
proximately 300. 

A convert  to  the  Mormon 
Cliurch,  Dr.  Maeser  served  as 
principal  of  the  BYA  from  1876 
to  1892. 

While  principal,  he  also  served 
as  a teacher  of  such  courses  as 


mathematics,  astronomy,  gram- 
mar, theology,  penmanship  and 
music,  Greek,  Latin,  and  Ger- 
man. There  are  also  reports  that 
on  occasion  he  assisted  with 
janitorial  work. 

ALSO  TUTOR 

The  pioneer  educator  at  one 
time  was  a private  tutor  for  the 
families  of  U.S.  President  John 
Tyler  and  President  Brigham 
Young. 

Dr.  Maeser  received  his  early 
education  in  Germany  where  he 
graduated  from  the  Friedrich- 
stadt  Normal  School  in  1848. 

His  teaching  experience  began 
at  Burdich  Institute  at  Dresden 
where  he  became  vice-direcor  of 
the  school  and  married  the 
daughter  of  the  principal. 

DESERET  REGENT 

When  he  came  to  Utah,  he 
taught  at  several  schools  in  Salt 
Lake  City  an  served  as  a regent 
of  the  University  of  Deseret  be- 
fore he  was  asked  by  President 
Brigham  Young  to  head  the  BYA 
at  Provo. 

In  appraising  the  Maeser  col- 
lection, Hollis  J.  Scott,  archivist 
at  BYU,  states  that  the  Maeser 
papers  is  one  of  the  more  im- 
portant collections  to  be  pre- 
served in  the  University  Archives 
to  date. 

“The  papers  will  also  be  partic- 
ularly valuable  for  the  use  of 
the  history  committee  of  the  uni- 
versity which  will  soon  be^n 
compiling  a 100-year  centennial 
history  of  BYU  from  1875-1975,” 
Mr.  Scott  said. 

Until  the  acquisition  of  this  col- 
lection, the  university  did  not 
have  any  correspondencie  of  its 
first  principal.  It  is  believed  that 
most  of  the  papers  of  Dr.  Mae- 
ser were  lost  or  destroyed  many 
years  ago. 
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choir  Observes  Riots 


A terrifying  ringside  seat  at  the 
recent  student  riots  in  Paris  was 
occupied  by  members  of  the  BYU 
A Cappella  Choir,  now  touring 
Europe. 

Dr.  Ralph  Woodword,  choir  di- 
rector, reported  that  upon  their 
arrival  from  United  States,  the  50 
singers  were  housed  in  a hotel  ad- 
jacent to  the  Sorboone  (Paris  Uni- 
versity). 

All  night  long  the  rioters  and 
police  surged  up  and  down  the 
street,  the  students  hurling  Molotov 
cocktails,  stones  and  other  misiles 
and  the  police  retaliating  with  tear- 
gas  riot  guns,  while  the  BYU 
singers  huddled  in  their  hotel. 

Otherwise  the  trip  has  been  tre- 
mendously successful.  Dr.  Wood- 
ward reports.  Large  crowds  at- 


tended the  concerts  in  Zurich  and 
Basel  Switzerland.  The  group  also 
received  rave  notices  in  Como, 
Florence  and  Milan,  Italy. 

They  now  are  headed  north  for 
stops  in  Stuggart,  Frankfurt,  Weis- 
baden,  Cologne,  and  Dusseldorf, 
Germany;  Amsterdam,  Holland; 
London,  Leicester  and  Birminham, 
England;  Llangollen,  Wal^;  Edin- 
burgh, and  Glasgow,  Scotland,  be- 
fore flying  New  York  on  July  17. 

The  BYU  group  is  recognized  as 
one  of  the  finest  college  choral 
organizations  in  the  United  States. 
Most  of  the  group  are  music  majors 
and  membership  is  highly  com- 
petitive. In  1966,  in  recognition  of 
its  excellence,  it  was  given  the 
featured  concert  assignment  at  the 
Music  Educators’  National  Confer- 
ence in  Kansas  City.
